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SUBJECT: IAEA DIRECTOR GENERAL S POLICY SPEECH 
FOR SEPTMBER GENERAL CONFERENCE 

1. SUMMARY: DIRECTOR GNERAL EKLUND PLANS RELEASE 

TEXT HIS GENERAL CONFERENCE SPEECH, WHICH WILL BE GIVEN ON 
SEPTEMBER 17, BY NO LATER THAN SEPTEMBER 1. HE HAS 
REQUESTED US SUGGESTIONS FOR SPEECH INPUT BE RECEIVED 
NO LATER THAN AUGUST 20. END SUMMARY. 

2. IAEA DIRECTOR GENERAL EKLUND, NOW ON LEAVE IN SWEDEN, 
PLANS DEVOTE HIS ATTENTION, AFTER RETURN TO VIENNA 

IN MID-AUGUST, TO PREPARATION OF HIS POLICY SPEECH FOR 
GC. AT SUGGESTION MADE LAST YEAR BY SEVERAL MEMBER 
STATES, HE WILL DISTRIBUTE SPEECH TO IAEA MEMBERS 
ON SEPTEMBER 1 TO ENABLE MEMBERS TO HAVE ADVANCE 
INFORMATION OF HIS REMAKRS IN FORMULATING THEIR OWN 
PLENARY STATEMENTS. EKLUND FEELS IT ESSENTIAL THAT HE 
ADDRESS QUESTIONS OF NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION PARTICULARLY 
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3. IN THIS CONTEXT AGENCY SECRETARIAT GENERALLY AWARE 
THAT US UNDERTAKING A MAJOR POLICY REVIEW ON NUCLEAR 
PROLIFERATION QUESTIONS. EKLUND WOULD LIKE TO DEVELOP 
HIS REMARKS IN LIGHT OF THE OUTCOME OF THAT REVIEW AND 
HAS ASKED THAT WE TRANSMIT TO HIM BY AUGUST 20 ANY 
THOUGHTS WE HAVE WHICH MIGHT AFFECT CONTENT OF HIS 
SPEECH. 

4. WE OF COURSE HAVE NO ASSURANCE THAT EKLUND WOULD AGREE 
TO INCLUDE ALL POINTS US MIGHT PROPOSE. WE CAN BE 
REASONABLY SURE THAT HE WILL BE CONSTRUCTIV PARTICULARLY 
SINCE HE STRONGLY SHARES OUR VIEWS ON NON-PROLIFERATION 
AND IS CONCERNED WITH REASSERTING AGENCY ROLE IN APPLYING 
INTERNATIONAL SAFEGUARDS. WE CAN EXPECT HIM TO RESTATE 
HIS WELL-KNOWN POSITION IN SUPPORT OF A COMPREHENSIV 

TEST BAN BUT THIS NED NOT DETRACT FROM HIS SUPPORT OF 
OTHER POLICIES WHICH THE USG MAY BE PLANNING TO ADOPT. 

5. SPEECH WILL OF COURSE COVER MANY AREAS OF ACTIVITY 
OTHER THAN NON-PROLIFERATION, E.G., NUCLEAR POWER FOR TH 
DEVELOPING WORLD, HEALTH AND SAFETY, OCEAN DUMPING, 

AND THE AGENCY CONTRIBUTION TO FOOD AND AGRICULTURE 
PROBLEMS. ON THESE AND ON OTHER ASPECTS OF THE 
AGENCY'S WORK, MISSION BELIEVES THAT EKLUND WOULD 
WELCOME SUGGESTIONS FROM THE US BUT WE ALSO BELIEVE THAT 
HE WILL COVER THESE POINTS ADEQUATELY WITHOUT A US INPUT. 
HIS ESSENTIAL CONCERN IS TO RECIVE SOME GUIDANCE FROM 

US AS TO ITS FUTURE POLICIES IN SUPPORT OF NON-PROLIFERATION. 

6. IT WOULD BE HELPFUL IF MISSION COULD RECEIVE AND 
INTERIM GUIDANCE FROM THE DEPARTMENT IN THE NEAR FUTURE 
AS TO WHETHER AND TO WHAT EXTENT WE CAN RESPOND TO THE 
DIRECTOR GENERAL S REQUEST BY AUGUST 20.PORTER 
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
